IT.  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

(a)  General  Bemarks. 

The  health  of  the  General  Public  was  not  influenced  during  the  year  by 
any  epidemic  disease. 

Venereal  diseases  are  all  too  prevalent. 

The  infant  mortality  is  high,  being  influenced  by  the  large  number  of 
still  births,  deaths  of  infants  soon  after  birth,  and  the  prevalence  of  tetanus 
neonatorum . 

(b)  European  Officials. 

The  health  of  the  European  community  was  satisfactory,  malaria  and 
amoebic  dysentery  being  the  commonest  affections.

For  the  rest  they 
are  attended  chiefly  for  minor  ailments. 

An  occasional  admission  for  pneumonia  occurs  early  in  the  year  when  the 
trade  wind  blows  and  the  nights  are  cold.

(d)  General  European  Population. 

The  Health  of  the  General  European  population  can  be  said  to  have  been 
very  good.  Two  cases  of  Blackwater  fever,  fifty-one  cases  of  malaria,  seven 
cases  of  amoebic  dysentery,  two  of  typhoid  fever  and  thirty-four  of  non-tropical 
disease  occurred.  The  majority  of  the  European  community  live  in  the 
native  town,  in  many  cases  surrounded  by  native  compounds,  so  that  the 
occurrence  of  sixty  cases  of  malaria  among  them  during  the  year  cannot  be 
considered  excessive  from  among  a  population  of  some  8,309. 

(e)  General  Native  Population. 

The  Health  of  the  general  population  was  very  good. 

No  epidemic  disease  occurred. 

Coughs  and  colds  are  common. 

Muscular  rheumatism  is  also  common ;  its  {etiology  is  not  known.

III.  SANITATION. 

(a)  General  Review  of  Work  Done,  Laws  Passed  and  Progress  Made. 

It  is  not  possible  to  record  progress  beyond  the  steady  advance  which  is 
being  made  every  year  along  the  lines  already  laid  down,  that  is  to  say  in 
clearing  measures — the  mangroves  are  being  cut  further  and  further  back, 
the  closing  of  disused  and  derelict  wells  as  the  pipe-borne  water  supply  is 
gradually  extended. 

the  result  of  this  policy  is  a  steady  progressive  diminution  in  the 
number  of  mosquitoes,  indeed  for  several  months  every  year  (from  December 
to  June)  they  are  almost  entirely  absent. 
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(i.)  Administrative  Measures. 

No  new  administrative  measures  were  undertaken. 

(ii.)  Preventive  Measures. 

Mosquito  and  insect-borne  diseases  ;  malaria.  The  town  is  regularly 
inspected.  Breeding  places,  such  as  crab  holes  and  hollow  trees,  sometimes 
defy  detection  so  that  a  certain  number  of  mosquitoes  breed  out. 

Trypanosomiasis  is  not  prevalent  in  Bathurst,  and  exists  only  in  very  mild 
form  in  the  Protectorate. 

Yellow  fever  may  be  said  to  have  been  exterminated  from  the  town 
Bathurst. 

Filariasis  :  jilaria  diurna  and  perstans  have  both  been  seen  by  Dr.  Bate. 

Elephantiasis  is  common  in  the  Protectorate. 

Epidemic  Diseases,  General. 

No  epidemic  occurred  during  the  year. 

Plague  did  not  occur.  The  Medical  Staff  is  continually  on  watch  for 
cases  owing  to  the  proximity  of  an  endemic  focus  at  Dakar. 

Small  Pox  did  not  occur  during  the  year.  The  population  of  Bathurst 
is  well  protected  by  vaccination. 

Cholera.  No  cases  of  cholera  occurred. 

Dysentery  was  quite  common.  The  disease  is  due  to  amoebic  infection. 

Enteric  fever  occurs  sporadically.  Probably  a  paratyhoid  parasite  is  the 
causative  organism.  Clinically,  the  disease  is  mild. 

Helminthic  diseases  :  ankylostomiasis  is  probably  common. 

Bilharzia  is  common.  Cases  have  been  treated  by  Dr.  Miller  with 
curative  results. 

(iii.)  General  Measures. 

Sewage  is  disposed  of  by  casting  it  into  the  river.  A  better  method  of 
disposal  will  have  to  be  adopted  in  the  near  future. 

Disposal  of  refuse.  This  is  burnt.  The  ashes  and  non-cumbustible 
portions  serve  to  fill  in  holes  and  low-lying  land. 

Water  Supply. 

Pipe  borne.  This  supply  is  gradually  being  extended.  The  water  is 
pure  and  plentiful. 

Water  Tanks. 

These  are  being  discarded  one  by  one.  Their  total  abolition  is  devoutly 
to  be  hoped  for  as  soon  as  the  pipe  supply  can  be  made  sufficiently  reliable. 

W  ELLS. 

These  are  being  closed  as  the  pipe  supply  is  extended. 

Surface. 

The  drainage  of  Bathurst  town  is  on  an  antiquated  and  inefficient  system, 
but  it  is  only  needed  for  three  months  in  the  year,  and  it  is  not  worth  while 
perfecting  the  system  until  the  question  of  filling,  under  consideration  for  so 
many  years,  has  been  decided. 

(b)  Measures  Taken  to  Spread  the  Knowledge  of  Hygiene  and 

Sanitation. 

Lectures  are  given  to  school  teachers  every  year. 

School  teaching.  This  is  undertaken  entirely  by  the  various  schools,  all 
of  which  possess  elementary  text  books  on  the  subject.

During  the  year  certain  improvements  were  effected  in  the  Colonial 
Hospital,  Bathurst,  which  make  for  greater  efficiency  and  comfort. 

The  Dispensary  at  Georgetown,  though  it  can  hardly  be  said  to  provide 
adequate  Medical  aid  for  the  Protectorate,  is  of  some  service  for  the  river 
ports.  A  Medical  Office]'  was  stationed  at  Georgetown  for  5  months  of  the 
year. 

VI.  SCIENTIFIC. 

Insufficient  Staff  made  any  but  routine  work  impossible.

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MACCARTHY  ISLAND. 

The  Protectorate  Medical  Headquarters  are  situated  at  Georgetown, 
an  Island,  distant  about  168  miles  from  Bathurst.  There  is  a  small  Hospital 
containing  three  Wards  and  capable  of  holding  eight  natives  and  two 
Europeans.  A  Dispensary  is  attached  to  the  Hospital,  a  native  Dispenser 
being  stationed  there  throughout  the  year. 

2.  Dr.  Bate  took  over  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  from  January  1  till 

4/ 

May  1,  when  he  was  invalided  to  England. 

3.  The  Dispenser  acts  as  registrar  of  births  and  deaths,  Meteorological 
registrar,  and  also  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

4.  The  Hospital  Cook,  who  is  also  Ward  Attendant,  and  a  Dispensary 
labourer  make  up  the  remainder  of  the  staff.  There  is  also  a  Sanitary  gang 
of  liier  labourers  under  two  head  men. 

5.  The  attached  annual  returns  are  for  Georgetown  only,  and  give  little 
idea  of  the  real  amount  of  sickness  in  the  Protectorate,  as  there  are  numerous 
trading  stations  on  the  river,  and  some  of  these  stations  are  more  important 
than  Georgetown,  not  only  from  a  trading  but  also  from  a  Medical  point 
of  view. 

6.  The  majority  of  patients  apply  for  treatment  at  Dispensary  for 
respiratory  or  digestive  troubles.  Numerous  cases  of  tropical  ulcer  are 
treated  throughout  the  year. 

Of  parasitic  skin  diseases,  “  Scabies  ”  is  by  far  the  most  common. 

7.  Venereal  diseases,  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea,  are  rife. 

Sanitation. 

8.  Georgetown  on  the  whole  is  now  a  very  clean  towu.  The  only  duties 
of  the  Sanitary  gang  being  to  keep  the  town  clean. 

9.  Refuse  is  burnt  in  three  mud  incinerations,  incombustible  material 
being  buried  in  pits. 

10.  There  is  one  Public  latrine  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  town 
and  built  out  over  the  river,  but  few  of  the  natives  use  this. 

11.  There  is  another  smaller  latrine  for  prisoners’  use  but  also  used  by 
natives  ;  the  system  is  the  earth  and  pail  system,  which  is  also  tiiat  in  use  for 
Europeans  ;  prison  labour  being  used  for  the  removal  of  the  pails. 

12.  Among  yard  owners,  the  pit  system  is  coming  more  into  use,  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  working  excellently.  There 
is  no  danger  to  the  Public  as  there  are  no  wells  in  the  native  quarter. 

AY  at  eu  Supply. 

13.  Rain  water  is  used  by  Europeans  for  drinking  and  cooking 
purposes,  river  water  by  the  natives.  There  is  one  well  near  to  the  Hospital, 
but  this  is  not  in  use. 

Buildings. 

14.  Suitable  quarters  are  to  be  built  for  Officials  stationed  at  George¬ 
town,  these  will  add  greatly  to  their  comfort.  At  present  the  only  available 
quarters  for  Officials  are  the  Court  House  (which  is  over  the  Prison  Cells)  or 
the  Hospital.

15.  A  competent  Sanitary  Officer  should  visit  the  more  important 
stations  on  the  river,  as  a  great  deal  could  be  done  by  drainage  and  filling 
in  of  swamps. 

16.  Rest  houses  are  required  at  three  stations,  Kuntau-ur,  Georgetown 
and  Basse. 

17.  As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  years,  a  suitable  boat  is  required 
for  the  use  of  Medical  Officers,  as  there  is  often  great  delay  in  reaching 
urgent  cases.  Without  a  boat  it  is  impossible  for  the  Medical  Officci  to 
carry  out  his  duties  properly. 

18.  There  was  one  European  non-Official  death  at  Kuntaur. 

19.  Very  sick  Europeans  have  been  attended  during  the  year  at  battoto, 
Basse,  Georgetown  and  Kuntaur. 

20.  The  Syrian  Moroccan  element  require  attention  everywhere  one 
goes,  the  women  and  children  being  practically  all  fever  soaked  and  anaemic. 

21.  Water  supply,  especially  at  Kuntaur,  is  a  difficulty  ;  except  for 
Europeans,  most  of  the  inhabitants  dip  their  drinking  water  in  buckets  from 
the  river  side  regardless  of  tide,  currents  or  discharges  from  loading  ships. 
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
